The victiin, James Biack- 
well, 3292 Southfield Dr., 
East,, and Willie M, Kim- 
bro, 3094 Bellwood Ct., 
Apt. 6; according to police, 
became involved in an 
argument about 7:30 p.m. 
Kimbro had heard of 
Blackwell's beating of his 
wife, who is -Kimbro’s 
Sister." Kimbro allegedly 
pulled a 25 caliber auto- 
matic and fired several 
shots, hitting Blackwell in 
the chest and right thigh. 

Blackwell, bleeding, 
grabbed a small caliber 
revolver and returned the 
fire with bullets striking 
Kimbro- in the left hip, 
police said. He is reported 
in good condition at Mercy 
Hospital where he is held 
under police guard on a 
charge of manslaughter. 

Funeral services for 
Blackwell will be held—Fri-— 


day, Jan. 16 at Gospel

Hildreth Ave., with Bishop

Officiating. The family will 
receive visitors at the J.W.

Once again Daniel P. Moynihan has 


suddenly emerged on the scene with his 
comments and analysis of the condition of 
third world peoples. His first notable 
is came in the form of a report and 

article on the black family entitled, “The 
ro _ Family: The Case for National 


His thesis was that the black family was 
caught in a “tangle of pathology.” His 
essential prqumers was that a substantial 
number of biack children grow up without 
the presence of the father in the home. 
This condition is responsible for 

- Scholarship of black children in the 
echools and contributed.to the high rate of 
juvenile delinquency. 

Many black scholars, both sociologist 
and psvchologist, attacked Moynihan's 
thesis on various grounds. The implica- 
tions of this theses are many. But the main 
implication trom Moynihan’s thesis is that 
the source of many of the problems that 
black people face lay within the black 
community itself, especially the black 
family, rather than within the oppressive 
nature of a racist American society. 

What makes Moynihan dangerous 
and repulsive to Black scholars and 
community leaders is the fact that he has 
been a powerful influence in the White 
House. He has been an advisor to serveral 
presidents, including Nixon. He is now a 
diplomat in the United Nations. His ideas 
and anal of the black community and 
now of African nations help to shape more 
than just ideas, but policies on the highest 
governmental levels. It is easy to dismiss a 
William Shockley as a ‘“‘nut,"’ not 
Moynihan. Moynihan is even considere 
as a “liberal.” Moynihan is considered as

Not so, with Henry Kissinger, who still 
believes that he can pull this fat out of the 
fire through overtures to the Organization 
of’ African States, now readying for an 
executive session in Addis Ababa. 
Kissinger will be bucking the odds, since

states have already recognized the MPLA 
as the legitimate government of ee 
and the long-sustained thrust of OAU is to 
rid the independent African states of the 
last vestige of foreign (white) controt of 
both its politics and it economy. 

South Africa, the home of notorious 
aparthied, is on the same sida as US, 
which is not as remarkable as it sounds, 
since America has done very little to 
stigmatize South Africa's racist, 
pase policies. But the South 

icans have more reason to get into the 
fight than we have, since the people of 
that country, daily, face the inevitable hour 
when African unity becomes a reality, and 
its way of life goes down the drain forever. 

With Congressional approval not likely 
for more expenditures or adventures in 
Angola, look for signs of a Kissinger 
strategy to get around this handicap. 
Already there are reports that the CIA has 
been recruiting mercenaries to fight in 
Angola, and another that Kissinger has 
persuaded a middie east oil power, Saudi 
Arabia, to come up with $50 million to help 
the anti-Communist cause in Angola. 

The economic stakes in Angola, as in all 
Africa are high, and the cause of freedom 
and humanity play a most minimal part in 


_the considerations of any of the outsiders. 


Angola, divided within itself, is a classic 
example of the age-old technique used by 
the “advanced” countries to divide, 
conquer, and ultimately, to rule.
